The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for the indication of the allowability of claims 40-43 is: 

Regarding claims 40-43, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest in 
combination with the other claimed limitations a method comprising a locking the first 
cover to the first channel member with a locking device that is operable only from within 
the first conduit section and is accessible only through an open end thereof. 

This limitation was found in claims 40-43, and is neither disclosed nor taught by 
the prior art of record, alone or in combination.
